WASHINGTON, February ,3,—Iilepatcbea 


from Minister Stevens at Honolulu and 
the commander of tbe Boston were re- 
ceived by mail at the etato and navy de- 
partments today. Tbey confirm the in- 
formation made public through these dia* 
patcbea from San Francisco. One fact 
embodied ia Minuter Stevens diopatch 
IB that the revolution was a complete.anr- 
priee to the miniafcet as well aa to the 
commander of the Boston. 


The minister left Honolulu on the 


Boston in January for a visit to some 
otber Islands, without the idea that any 
trouble was impending, tbe Boston did 
not return till January 14th, and tbe 
minister says he was very much aston- 
ished to .find tbe country in a state of 
turmoil and excitement. 


An official ol the state department said 


today that this showed conclusively that 
the representatives of the United States 
had not started the revolution move- 
ment, and in fact wore cot on tbe ground 
until aftoi it was under fnll headway.

Commissioners Arrive.

WASHINGTON, February 3.—Tho com-' 


misBioneraof the provisional government 
of Hawaii reached Washington this 
afternoon. They were met at the ata-! 
tion by Dr. Mott Smith, who had previ- 
ously received by mail a commission' 
from President Dole of the provisional: 
government, appointing him repreeenta* j 
tivo of the Hawaiian island at Washing- 
ton under the new regime. The gentle- 
men at once wont to a hotel, whore they 
passed tbe evening. The hour of arrival 
was too late for them to meet any officiate 
of this Roverument today. Dr. Smith 
informed Secretary Foster today of hie 
appointment as representative of tbe 
provisional government of the island to 
the United States, and his acceptance 
thereof, and he arranged with the secre- 
tary to receive tho coin mission era at the 
state department tomorrow at 10 o'clock.

Hebbard this morning handed down a 
decision in the euila against the Central 
and Southern Pacific railroads for tho 
recovery

The decision is 


against the railroads. The action was 
brought by tbo people to recover both 
state nnd county tuxes for the year 1887, 
amounting to $050,000, with C per cent 
penalty for delinquency nnd interest 
from the last Monday in December, 1837, 
Tho court allows tbe attorneys for the 
pooplo a contingent loo of 10 per cent. 
The railroad companies held that tbe 
assessment for taxes was illegal, because 
the f o Jo ml franchise waa included in the 
ataeeament. Tho amount of the mort- 
gages on the roads was not considered in 
the valuation of the roads. The court 
finds that tbe federal franchise was not 
included in the assessment, and that in 
the awoin statements of tho defendants 
to the stite board of equalization there 
was no mention of mortgages, bonJa or 
trust deeds.

»nd he then decided to send in the nomi- 
nation of Jackson, whose confirmation 
would leave a very important circuit 
uilgesbip tobe filled. 


Republican senators who opposed his 


making the appointment will probably 
try to prevent the confirmation and 
there appears to be a strong probability 
that they may succeed unless advantage 
is taken of the custom of senatorial cour- 
tesy which discountenances delay in act- 
ing on tbe nomination of an er senator, 
the matter will be forced to the front 
with promptness. 


If a confirmation is secured promptly 
it ia expected the President will nomi- 
nate Judge W. 0. Bradley of Kentucky, 
who Is one of the prominent Isadora cf 
southern ^Republicans, and prominently 
spoken ol at Minneapolis lor tho nomi- 
nation for vice president,' to succeed 
Judge Jnckson on tbe circuit bench.

The defense In the Itatto case yester- 


day morning offered as evidence a tran- 
script of the .proceedings in the divorce 
suit of Oora 'E. Grady against A. N. 
Grady, in order to show the ill feeling 
existing between 
the defendant and 


Grady, and that Batto was the victim of 
a conspiracy. The prosecution objected 
to its admission, but were overruled by 
the court. 
L. R. Williams, deputy 


county clerk, was put on the aland to 
testify to the proper filing of the papere. 


Dante R. Prince testified that, while 


justice of the peace in the third town- 
ship a complaint had been filed by Ratto 
charging Grady with an assault with a 
deadly weapon*. 


Officer W. S. Smith was the next wit- 


ness. Ue was asked about the condition 
o£ Uatto's pistol, of which Grady bad 
taken possession after the shooting. 
Smith stated that he saw the pistol the 
night of the shooting and had examined 
it closely. Throe of the cartridges were 
emt-ty and the two rernaiuinK cartridges 
had no marks on them. At the prelim- 
inary examination of Batto Smith eaw 
the pistol again. 
The undischarged 


cartridges then bad marks on them as if 
an attempt had been made to fire them 
off.Policeman J, T. Johnston, the next 
witness, testified to substantially the 
same facts concerning the uuexplodod 
cartridges., 


Mrs. Oora E. Grady was then called to 


tbe stand. Her testimony was almost 
the same in every particular as that 
given at tho trial of her divorcu suit. 
She told tho following story concerning 
the encounter between her husband 
and Ilatto: 


On December 20th Mr. Grady came to 


the houso and told her he wanted tho di- 
vorce case settled.She,Grady and their lit- 
tle daughter were Bitting at the supperta- 
hie. He said ho would agree 10 a certain 
arrangement concerning tho property, 
bat that she must first induce Batto to 
dismiss tho caeo of assault with a deadly 
weapon 
against 
him, Grady. 
Mrs. 


Grady asked h!m how she was to see 
KaUo, he having left tbe houeerand her 
husband suggested that she send their 
eon Willie to Batto and ask him to come 
up that evening. 


Mrs. Grady consented to send for 


Ratio. Willie went for the young man 
about 8 o'clock and he came shortly after 
0. Mrs. Grady told Ratto to take off hia 
overcoat and aekod if he bad Been Willie, 
to which Ratto answered ho had. She 
then told him that Grady wanted to set- 
tle the caee and desired him to have the 
charge against Grady dismissed. Ratto 
asked what Grady's proposition was, aud 
upon being told refused to dismiss tbe 
case. They were talking about the mat- 
ter when Griidy rapped at the door. They 
were Bitting in tho dining room and 
Jotir Grady, A. N. Grady'a brother, 
was in the house, having beon let m a 
few minutes before. 


When Grady entered the room he 


eaid ta Ratto, "You 
, I've got 


you!" Blra. Grady said, "Why, you 
told mo to send for him," to which Ratto 
added, 


"Yes, she sent for me." 
Grady thon drew his pistol and ad- 


dressing Ratio, eaid: 


"You 
, Jtako off your clothes 


and do it— quick." 


Ratto answered forcibly, "I bo — if.I 


dot" 


"I'll kilt you if you don't, and do It 


quick," warned Grady. 


Mrti. Gmdy here advised Ilatto to do 


BD Grady told him as her husband was 
mean enough to kill him. Ratto began 
to take oiT his coat and vest, and while 
doing so Grady cried, "Take off your 
ohoeu and pants, you 
, I have 


yea where I went you; I'll net my prop- 
erty now." 


After Ratto had disrobed, Grady or- 


dered him to pick up bis duda and en- 
ter His. Grady's 
bed room. Ratto 


picked up his clothes and stopped to one 
side to got Ms overcoat. Ho then 
walked towards Mis. Grady's room, 
Grady ft short distance hahtnd him with 
pistol drawn. 


As Ratto entered the bedroom, con tin- 


ned the witness, Qrady called for hie 
brother to come to him. Ratio made a 
rnn, slamming the door boblnd him, 
dropping all his clothes with the excep- 
tion of tbe overcoat, on the bedroom 
floor. Grady ran after him, dashed tho 
door oppn and tired a shot at Ratto, who 
was BtandiDg by a closet In the south- 
west corner uf the room and nesr the 
window. Grady bhot again and Ratto 
returned fire, shooting two or three 
times. 


After the shooting John Grady came 


running in. Ilatto dropped his pistol 
and engendered. A. N. Grady started 
to handcuff Ratio, when John Grady 
suggested that Ratto be allowed to dress 
aimself, it being cold. Ratto d teased 
ltd was handcuffed; AB Grady, the de- 
fendant, went to the door. Officers Welch 
and Smith came up and Ratto was taken 
away. 


Mrs. Qrady denied tbe statement that 


ehe was In her night clothes when her 
husband came home. On cross-examin- 
ation she stated that immediately after 
the shooting ehe had run into the 
kitchen. Her smallest child came to- 
ward her and she picked it np and went 
out with It into the woodshed. Sbe then 
went around thor house, opened the side 
door, pnt tiiB child down, and told it to 
go into its room. After that she went 
to a neighbor's. 


Pearl Grady, the daughter of the pre- 


ceding witness, told almost the same 
story as her mother on direct examina- 
tion. There was no difference at all on 
material paints. On cross-examination 
she became somewhat confused and in 
one or two instances made statements 
the very opposite of thorn of her mother 
on the sume subjects. Concerning the 
bringing back of the baby, for instance, 
Pearl said that her mother brought tbe 
child into the house and going to her 
(Mrs. Grady'a) bedroom with it put it 
in the bed. 


The girl also testified on direct exam- 


ination that tier father, having told her 
to watch her mother and Ratto, ehe, in 
accordance with that injunction, left her 
bed and eat down on a chair between 
the door leading into tho room whire 
her mother and Ratio wore that night 
and a window. When her father came 
home ebe went into the room where 
they all were and heard her father order 
Ratto to undress and aaw Ratto obey 
the order. 
Upon crosii-examinatlon, 


however, she mated that she was in her 
room during the entire occurrence. 


Willie Grady, a son of the Gradys, 


testified that MB father lm<l naked his 
mother to send for Ratto to come up that 
evening. His mother sent him down to 
aak Ilatto to come to the honse and he 
the witnesp, curried the message to th( 
defendant. 


The court then adjourned until 0 3!

me of tbe masses, having received no 
benefit by the road being built BO far, 
further than receiving a pass (as did the 
balance of the board J, which, if £ am 
correctly informed IB a customary cour- 
,esy extended from one road to another 
hraughout the country. 


I have never received a dollnr or a 


'avor in any shape from said road or 
,TOm the Southern Pacific company, and 
any one who intimates that I have, eaya 
,hat which is utterly false. At the time 
the road was turned over to the South 
ern Pacific company I alone, ot tho 
3oard present, voted against the trans- 
er unless the Southern Pacific company 
would agree iii writing to complete tho 
road as agreed between Mr. 1'ollasky 
and our people, aud on thuir refusal to 
do so I handed in my resignation, which 
was accepted, and the balance of tho 
boaid voted to turn tbe road over to tho 
Southern Pacific. 


Now one word about Colonel Follaeky. 


Having never received any favors at his 
hands, i am, I think, ut liberty to speak 
Freely about him, and while h& made 
m ^representations to mvsoif and others, 
who worked hard to RBsiot him, I Trill

TI 
combination was to this extent 
"boomerang," btaidcs which it was not 
honestly adhered to, and was therefore 
a benefit to' the unscrupulous shipper 
who was willing to sacrifice his associ- 
ates.

The excessive ship- 
ments to receivers and to markets unable 
to take care of them cut off the most of 
the country trade tributary to the large 
market and enabled the buyer of a sin- 
gle carload and sometimes of less than a 
car to purchase at the same price as a 
dealer who would buy ten or twenty care 
at a time, thus eliminating from this ar- 
ticle the support of speculative buyers 
and large dealers, besides unsettling val- 
ues and putting it beyond the power of 
any one to maintain a firm market. 


"Again, the attempt to market a year's 


supply direct to the jobbing trade within i 
three months' tiine. I; the packers and

shippers of raising ou the Pacific coaet | 
can arrange to cirrj their goods uutil 
they are actually needed they can un- 
questionably obtain better prices. Few, 
if any, of the jobbing brokerage houses 
of tbe east can be classed as speculators, 
and they rarely buy beyond the eoasan 
requirements of tho trade. 
Hence if 


sa'es are forced it must be done at such 
a sacrifice as will tempt speculators to 
operate, nnd goods of this class, snecppt- 
ible as they are to more or less damage, 
must necessarily show a large marg'n 
and prove attractive to this class of 
trade. 


"Grading and quality—This ifl, of 


course, a difficult matter for the associa- 
tion to govern, but mnch can ha done to 
remedy present delects. 1C is difficult tc 
judge of tbe relative valae by mer 
;laeBiScation of crowns as at preeen 
used. Goods shipped and sold this yea 
SB three-crown grade would often, on ex 
amination, prove to bo incorrectly 
classed.
